hour package plan would cost Re- 
public more than $38,000,000 a 
year. 
Earnings Down 


He presented figures to show 


that the corporation's profits had 
exceeded this figure only last year 
when they were $46,400,000, and 
aaid tha'. earnings had dropped so 
•harply that they now were run 
nir g at a rate of less than one half 
of 1948a level.

give-away programs now on the 
air, grows out of an investigation 
m progress for more than a year. 


The proposed regulation was

Foreign Arms Aid Looks to 


Senate for a Better Break 


Washington, Aug. 19—(AP) — 


Battered by the house, the ad- 
ministration's foreign arms aid 
program looked to the senate to- 
day for gentler treatment. 


.The program was slashed and 


hedged in with restrictions before 
the house passed it last night by 
* vote of 238 to 122. It marked 
a bad beating for President Tru 
man's congressional forces. 


Despite their entreaties, a 50 


per cent cut was imposed on the 
$1,160,990,000 earmarked to help 
western European nations resist 
possible Soviet aggression. Con- 
gress could decide to appropriate 
the rest of the funds next year. 


American Ships 


On top of that, the house de- 


creed that ,at least half of the 
supplies sent abroad must be 
carried in ships flying the Amer- 
ican flag. 
The lawmakers also 


tightened up a prohibition against 
using United States troops for 
other than non-combatant duty in 
connection with the program. 


But the house granted the full 


$211,370,000 the president wanted 
for aid to Greece, and Turkey, 
and the $27,640,000 he aSked for 


Iran, Korea and the Philippines 
and*it beat back amendments to: 


(1) Add $100,000,000 tor China 


and other southeastern Asia areas. 
(2) Charge the western European 
allotment against the current U. S. 
military appropriations, (8) With- 
hold funds from Britain as long 
as Ireland 
remains partitioned, 


(4) Ban the use of U. S. troops 
for any purpose under the pro. 
gram, and (5) Require the presi- 
dent to channel production Into 
areas suffering from acute unem- 
ployment problems.

Set Standards for Productivity 


In this age you can find statistics to back up almost any 


point of view you care to take. And that's a sad comment 
on a way of life that must be -nourished on sound factual in- 
formation if it is to flower. 


As an example, note the current fact-finding inquiry in 


New York on the issue of the United Steel Workers' wage 
and pension demands. 


Led by Philip Murray, president of the CIO, the steel 


workers' union presented a case rooted in the claim that 
steel wages have gone up far less in recent years than has 
worker productivity in the industry. 


The contention is. in other words, that steel workers are 


not being rewarded in keeping with their increasing contri- 
bution to production. 


Robert R. Nathan, well-known labor economist, appears 


to have marshaled the figures in support of the union's view. 
If the statistics are valid, they certainly strengthen the 
union's case. 


But along comes Dr. Jules Backman for the steel indus- 


try. 
He tells the fact-finders that steel workers' wages in 


recent years have shot up twice as much as has worker pro- 
ductivity. Almost the exact opposite of the union's claim— 
and Backman has figures, too. 


Now there may be different ways of measuring produc- 


tivity. But output per worker is a matter frequently crucial 
to wage disputes and there should be some standard gauge 
for calculating it. The National Labor Relations Board, 
aided by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, could determine 
such a measure. 


Set against an accepted standard, productivity has either 


gone up more than wages or it has not. It cannot do both. 
And we are frankly tired of being told, in effect, that it can. 


One might argue that is the fact-finders' job to decide 


Ivhether the union's or the industry's claim is correct. Our 
belief is that the board should not have to weigh a matter 
that belongs in the realm of settled, known fact. Productiv- 
ity should be as firmly established by some regular agency 
es is the weather bureau's report of yesterday's temperature. 


Somebody once said of the Russians: "If it's documents 


you want, they are only too happy to supply you with them 
in great number. All false, of course." Unless our leaders 
in government, business and labor make more judicious use 
of statistics in argument, they will bring down upon them- 
selves the same sort of discredit the Russians earned by 
their phony documents.

last year because of his demand 
for civil rights legislation. 


Some Dixie lawmakers 
think 


replacement of McGrath by Boyle 
will mean trouble for them on 
patronage and other matters. 


McGrath has taken the role of 


peacemaker in efforts to bring 
the segments of the party to- 
gether before the 1950 congres- 
sional and 1952 presidential cam- 
paigns.
